Pre-K - 2nd grade students 
identify everyday symbols, explore the significance of national symbols, and play a matching game to 
test their knowledge.

● SL.K.4  Describe familiar people, places, things, and events; provide additional details with 

prompting and support.

● L.K.1  Demonstrate command of the conventions of Standard English​ ​grammar and usage when
